The closest prior art of record, which includes the combination of Kondo, USPN 
6,370,546 B1 and Oberlander et al. f USPN 5,825,865 A, fails to teach or suggest a user 
computer or portable playback device signaling a network server with a code upon 
disconnecting a portable playback unit and the code indicating to the network server 
that the portable playback device is in the field, i.e. disconnected. In the same field of 
endeavor, Watts et al., USPN 6,151,646 A taught a portable computer signaling a 
network server or docking station that the portable playback device is disconnected. In 
this arrangement, the network server and docking station is the same device. Thus, 
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upon decoupling of the portable computer and the docking station (or network server) 
another network server is not notified.
